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Who are the Disunionists 1 

The disunionists, truly guilty of disloyalty 
to our government, the best when faithfully ad- 
ministered, ever.known among men, arc those 1 
who persistently agitated the country with 
unconstitutional sehemes.

After the retreat of the Federal troops, the 
Virginians crossed over to the battle-field 1 
The sight that met their gaze was horrible. 
Here lay a man with u part of his head shot 
away gasping for breath. Others were wcl- 
j tering in their own blood, gasping “ Water ! ” 
“Water! I” “Water!!!” Our men shed 
tears over the unfortunate wounded, and did 
I everything in their power to relieve them. 

J Some of the wounded implored the A’irginians 
not to kill them, to let them live a little 
longer. They said afterwards that they did 
: not expect to receive any quarter. They were 
greatly surprised to receive such kind treat- 
I menl from the “rebels.” There is one. re- I 
markable thing connected with this battle, and , 
] also the skirmish at Barboursville. It is this: 

1 During both these engagements the Federal 
troops hoisted a black flag. Our men saw it 
I distinctly in both battles. AVoodrufi’ says be 
knows nothing about it. 

The manner in which two of the Federal I 
Colonels were captured was a little amusing. ! 
It was agreed between Woodruff and these j 
Colonels to fire a house in case lie succeeded 
in gaining the victory.

formed of this fuel, and accordingly turned 
off from the main road and took their course 
directly to the Kanawha A’alley, going by way 
j of the town of AVinfield. 

The A'irginia forces, to the number of four 
hundred, left camp Thompkins a short dis- 
tance from Coal Hill, and advanced down the 
Kanawha river to meet the enemy. The 
enemy had reached the riverand took up their 
position below Scary Creek, five miles below 
camp Thompkins. Capt. Patton, of the Ka- 
! nawha Rifles, formed his men on the upper 
side of the creek, and immediately commenced 
the attack with one piece of artillery, a six 
■ pounder. 

The Federal troops in town opened fire 
with two pieces of artillery, musketry, Arc. 
There were several wooden buildings on the ; 
\ lower side of the creek into which the Federal 
troops got, to screen themselves from the gall- j 
ing tire which was being poured upon them | 
\ by the A’irginians. who arc certainly tho finest 
ever saw. 

The battle raged fiercely for about one hour, 
when a shot from the rifle cannon of the Fed- 
eral forces dismounted and completely dis- 
abled the six pounder of the A irginians. The 
A’irginians then prepared to retreat, in fact, n 
portion of them had fallen back; when, for- j 
tnnatelv, Citpt. Corns came up with the Fair- 1 
view Rifle Guard, with a twelve pound piece 
of artillery, called the “Peace Maker.” A 1 
wild shout broke from the A’irginia troops, 
and they renewed the battle with redoubled 
A short time before Corns came, j 
Capt. Patton fell, shot through the right 
shoulder by a M nle ball. He was tafci n 
from the field — the doctor says lie is in no 
danger. 

Capt. Jackson, from Lexington, Ky., served 
the “ Peace Maker with terrible effect. He [ 
dislodged the Northern troops from the houses 
in which they had taken refuge. The A’ir- j 
ginians now advanced to the very edge of the 
creek, and poured in a terrible ti: e of musket- 
ry. The.etl'eet soon became visible; the North- j 
ern ranks reeled and swayed before the close 
discharges. Three times they fell into dis- I 
order, when the Virginians would slacken fire 
to lure them back again.

Interesting Lettertfrom North Missouri — State 
of Affairs there— Atrocious Conduct of the 
Usurper's Military Subordinates — Indomita- 
ble Spirit of the People of Missouri — Abun- 
dant Crops— Intolerance and Tyranny of the 
Union Men, &c., &c. 

Chilicotbk, Mo., July 29, 1801. 

Editor Yeoman: The monotony of the 
times here continues unbroken. This point 
is now the headquarters of the urmy of north 
Missouri, and there are quartered upon the, 
town from one to three regiments, as circum- 
stances may require; anil from here, com- j 
panics are detailed to serve at Utica, five j 
miles west, Grand River bridge, two and a 
half miles west, and Medicine Creek bridge, 
seven miles east. The troops in camp here 
are continually employed in throwing up 
breastworks, and in gathering materials for 
block houses — it being the intention to erect ! 
fortifications which will enable them, in case 
of attack, to sweep the town, and at the same 
time serve for defense against any attack 
which may be made by the Statu troops. 
Since the battle at Carthage, they have lost 
all their contempt for the “ miscellaneous as- I 
sortment of hardware,” ns they sneeringly ;

On Saturday night [ 
last, a company of thirty soldiers made a de- I 
scent upon a neighborhood about five miles 
from town, rousing men, women, and children 
trom their beds, and throwing everything] 
intoconfusion, and searching, without scruple 
or delicacy, the apartments and beds of ladies, j 
young and old.

they had fairly begun their night’s Work, run 
ners were sent through the neighborhood in 
every direction, notifying the people of themis- 
chief going on. About daylight, they return- 
ed to camp, having purloined some four or j 
five old guns which were scarcely worth pack- j 
ing hack. 

i he battle of Carthage, of which I spoke 
just now, was fought by tho State men with 
their old guns — some rifles, some shotguns, 
and some few ohl muskets. There is much : 
dispute as to the number of killed on the Fed- 1 
oral side. I saw a letter from a young man | 
to his uncle, a resident of this place, in which 
he stated, that being detailed to gather up the 1 
dead and wounded, he had counted nearly 200 : 
Federals on the ground ; and as the fight was 
a running one, for fourteen miles, he could 
scarcely have seen all. There were quite a 
number of Kentuckians in the fight, and from 
this county were Jas. McDowell, formerly; 
of Mason county. Kentucky; a young man, 
Merry Gill, formerly of Mason county; an 
old man of 01 years of age, and .John Graves, ' 
an old soldier of the war of 1812, and brother 
of the late Hon. A\ . J. Graves, or Louisville. 
Indeed, our old men responded to Gov. Jack- 
son s call with great alacrity, and furnUhed 
more than their proportionate share of men. 
Communication with the State troops is nearly t 
entirely cut off, and all that can be known 
here at present is, that they are in the south 
s de of the State under the command Gen. 
McCullough. As to the plan of the campaign, 
nothing is now known; hut it is well known | 
that they are still gathering men and military j 
equipments and supplies in the South, evident- 
ly preparing to drive the invaders from the 
State. 

The news of the battle in Virginia created 
great excitement here ; and faces which had 
not worn a smile for the last month, gave 
evidence of the gratification the news caused 
them. The Union men, on the contrary, af- 
fect to think very lightly of it — think the 
damage sustained one to be easily repaired, 
and that it will serve to rouse the North to 
even greater efforts than they have made, j 
The killed, wounded, and missing, the Lin - 1 
colnites say, are but u few hundred, and at ! 
most but little over a thousand : vet, even 
granting this, of what kind of stuff are Lin- 
coln's army made, which, after months of 
maneuvering to dislodge the Confederates i 
from Manassas, and weeks of heralding to the ' 
world how they were going to annihilate the 
rebels, run from the battle with inconsidera- 1 
hie loss, desert their batteries, baggage, and 
stores, and leave their extensive equipments 
in the hands of an enemy they affected to des- 
pise? 

Certainly, if in every battle they intend to 
run from the field as soon as their men lire in 
to fall, and scamper over the country like 
scared dogs, the day is far, very far distant, j 
when the Stars and Stripes will wave from 
the Kennebec to the liio Gandc.

— all were sanguine of victory; and yet not only J 
signally and disgracefully failed, but fled in I 
terror and confusion from the field. Even if | 
another army like this shall be raised, bo of 
as good materials, provided with as good an j 
equipment, still months must elapse before j 
they can be put in ns good drill, and even I 
then the prestige of success is with the South.

Northern hordes will bo influenced, will 
be different from those which influenced them 
before the battle of Manassas. 

In regard to Missouri, it may be briefly said, 
that all men in the State service are now well 
armed.

Neighboring, social, and 
religious intercourse, is even now restricted 
to those concurring in political sentiments; and 
as the Union men avail themselves of the 
presence of the troops to annoy the States 
rights"men, by having their houses synched, 
guns taken, &e.. the calm cannot enduW many 
months — if weeks.

SPEECH OF 

Hon. H. C. BUKNETT, 

OF KENTUCKY, 

On Executive U*u rpatione, delivered in the tlnune 

of Kepreeentutives of the United Slate! , July IS, 

Ml. 

The House being in the Cominittce of the 
7 hole on the state of the Union — 

Mr. BURNETT said: Mr. Chairman, I 
well understand that nothing which would 
emanate from me, or which 1 might say, 
would have a tendency cither to cheek the leg- 
islation of this House or to prevent the pas- 
sage of the series of measures that have been 
recommeuded by the Administration to the 
favorable consideration of Congress. But, sir, 
in obedience to a sense of what 1 regard as 
my duly us one of the Representatives on this 
floor, representing a constituency which is in- 
terested in this Government, the preservation 
of the Constitution intact, and the security of 
their rights under it, 1 cannot let this meas- 
ure pass without entering on record my pro- 
test against many things that have been done 
and tiiat are likely to be done here. I do not 
do this in the spirit of opposition simply. I 
trust that I am actuated by higher and nobler 
incentives to action than a mere desire to in- 
terpose opposition against those who ar.^re- 
sponsiblc tor the legislation of this House, 
and have the power to carry it out. 

Mr. Chairman, when you and myself, and 
many other members now on this floor, assem- 
bled’ here on the first Monday in December 
last, there was adeep and wide spread distrust 
of the country's future. Fears for it extend- 
ed all over the country. We came here de- 
termined to do all that honorable and patriot- 
ic men could do to give additional security 
and peace to our country, and. if possible, by 
our action to dispel the cloud which then hov- 
ered over the political horizon of the country. 
We came here determined to do all that hon- 
orable men could do to preserve, the Constitu- 
tion and the Union of these states. A brief 
reference to the past history of the country 
cannot bo unprofitable at the present time. 

When we assembled at the commencement 
the last session of Congress, thirty-four 
States were represented upon this floor. 
When we came here, the first acts in that Con- 
gress looked to pacification and compromise. 
And these projects of compromises were not put 
forth by the men who are now here pressing 
this war on to the consummation of the sub- 
jugation of the southern States, and who arc 
passing through whatever measures are de- 
manded by the Administration, without even 
an examination. No. sir; they emanated 
from gentlemen from the slaveholding States, 
and front gentlemen of the Democratic party, 
who lived in the free States. No less than 
thirty-seven different propositions, looking to 
a peaceful solution of our difficulties, were in- 
troduced in this end of the Capitol. Early 
in the session these movements were made: 
and let me tell you, gentlemen on the other 
side of the House, history will hold you re- 
sponsible for the present condition of the 
country. You may deal in round, bold de- 
nunciation against the men who are in revo- 
lution against this Government; but when the 
impartial historian shall write out the times 
in which we live, I say the Republican party 
will be held responsible for the unhappy con- 
dition of our country to-day. I say. in my 
place here, now, that the only diaunionists per 
ne this country 1ms ever been cursed with, are 
the leaders of the Republican party. You 
have done more, you have contributed more, 
to hurry on this revolution and to bring this 
country into the condition of war in which it 
is in this day, than all the other nton who 
have lived in your time, and in your genera- 
tion. 

Sir, when the very question of this revolu- 
tion was pending in the outset, it could have 
been settled in an hour; not hv any proposi- 
tion which demanded the compromise or con- 
cession of any principle on your part towards 
the South, but by a mere recognition of the 
constitutional rights declared by our fathers, 
when they framed the Constitution which has 
held these States together. I say, you could 
have settled these questions in an hour, and 
restored peace and quiet to our country. 
Never shall I forget the time and the circum- 
stances of the declaration of my venerable 
colleague. ( Mr. Crittenden.) upon the Sunday 
night of March 3, last, in the other end of the 
Capitol. 11c then told you. that if you per- 
mitted that Congress — the Thirty-Sixth Con- 
gress — to adjourn without the passage of any 
measure looking to the settlement of these 
questions, and the restoration of peace, in less 
than six months you would have the country 
precipitated into a bloody revolution. lie 
portrayed then the exact condition of things 
we are now witnessing. That was the lan- 
guage of the venerable Crittenden; and bow 
truthfully has the picture which he then 
drew been proved by the scenes we now wit- 
ness around us! What was the language he 
used on that occasion? lie said: 

"But now, to pass from this view: we are likeiy 
soon to part, and wlmt a spectacle do we present! Wo 
have done nothing. Tho country is inflamed, and 
nothing lias bocn done to quench the destroying fire: 
yet that it is our business here, to preserve the 
Union, to make the people contented and happy. 
That is our great and high mission. The country 
is in flames, and n« tiling has been dene to extinguish 
tile fire. What. Senators and Mr. President, is to bo 
tho consequence of it? No one can exactly answer; 
hu f the question must awnken the forebodings of 
_erery man within the reach of my "nice. What 
sequences w ! il follow Irotn our failure *o do

think of, in my judgment. I do not know w-hnt 
they will be. 1 fear 1* r further revolution — ior rev- 
oliriot, to such an extent as to destroy, in effect, 
this Union.” 

Well, sir, what else? A distinguished Sen- 
tor, nmv dead, speaking to ns the words of 
wisdom and true statesmanship, warned the 
Republican party that if they permitted the 
Thirty-Sixth Congress to adjourn without 
the adoption of some measure of compromise 
the country would be precipitated into revo- 
lution.nnd into a bloody struggle, lie told 
them they could save the country front the 
horrors of civil war, by the adoption of meas- 
ures which would meet the approval of men 
in the South and in all the States, which 
would even bring back into this Union ali 
the States then out of it, with, perhaps the 
exception of one. 

Notwithstanding these repeated warnings 
from men in both ends of the Capital, whose 
patriotism was unquestioned and whose de- 
sire to preserve the Constitution and the 
Union under it was unchallenged, you turned 
a deaf ear to all their appeals, and voted 
down every measure that looked toan adjust- 
ment of our difficulties, and permitted the 
Thirty-Sixth Congress to adjourn with a full 
knowledge upon your part that the revolu- 
tion which had commenced in December 
would continue to spread until it would as- 
sume it^ present gigantic proportions, and re- 
sult, finally, in a permanent separation of the 
States. I therefore repeat, with emphasis, 
that the party now in power are responsible 
for the present unhappy condition of our 
country to-dav. You could, l>v the passage, 
of the- Crittenden propositions, have reunited 
the States and restored peace and confidence 
to every portion of the Confederacy. 

Mv position was well known. I was for 
peace. Like ntv venerable colleague, [Mr. 
Crittenden.] I was for peace; I was for com- 
promise; I had not an opinion on the subject 
rtf what would be best, that I was not perfect- 
ly will to sacrifice to obtain any reasonable 
measure of pacification that would have been 
satisfactory to thy majority. I wanted to 
country, and adjust our present diffi- 
culties. I entertain til sentiments to-day. 

and am controlled by the same motives now 
as then. 

That Congress adjourned. The President 
of the United States, now at the head of the 
Government, came to this Capitol, and upon 
its eastern portico lie made his inaugural ad- 
dress. You will remember, as I do, Mr. 



Chairman, that it was sent upon the wings of 
the lightning to every portion of this country, 
that that inaugural meant peace; that we 
were to have a peace policy upon the part of 
this Administration; tltiit the Executive 
would adopt peaceful modes by which we 
might restore the Union and prevent a bloody 
civil war. 

This policy was hailed with joy by the 
whole people. Trade revived, confidence was 
restored, and all classes looked forward to a 
speedy and peaceful solution of our troubles. 
And if it had been adhered to by the Execu- 
tive, to-day, instead of bloody war, with all 
its attendant horrors, we would be blessed 
with peace, and might soon look forward to a 
restoration of the Union — a thing now, sir, I 
have despaired of. I do not believe it possi- 
ble ever to reunite the now divided States. 
It could have been done by peaceful measures, 
but never by war. 

The President has attempted to give ns a 
statement of the causes which led to this rev- 
olution. He has told this House and the 
country that the attack made by tho forces at 
Charleston upon Sumter was the commcnce- 
mentofthis war. 1 shallnow attempt — tosome 
little extent, at least — to vindicate the truth of 
history in that particular. Did the southern 
States' want war? Did they desire hostilities? 
Does not the history of the matter prove that in 
the first instance South Carolina sent commis- 
sioners here anxious for the adoption of some 
mode of adjustment? And when they failed 
in that, did they stop there? No, sir. When 
this revolution had progressed to the extent 
! that seven States had formed themselves into 
! a confederacy, with a government de faclo, 
they sent their commissioners here to this 
Federal capital. And will gentlemen deny 
that there was not at that time a quasi — if I 
may use that term in regard to a matter of 
| diplomacy — negotiation carried on between 
those commissioners anti the Secretary of 
State? Did they not earnestly protest through 
the Congress that assembled at Montgomery 
that they did not desire war; that what they 
wanted in respect to this Government was, 
that, like Abraham and Lot, finding we could 
not live together in peace, there should be no 
strife between us, but that one should go to 
the right and the other to the left. They do 
not want war to-day. They have nothing to 
gain by it. The leaders in this revolution are 
men of ability. Many of them have left up- i 
1 on tho records of their country evidences of 
their statesmanship. They have attempted 
to open . negotiations with this Government 
for a peaceful settlement of the pending ques- 
i tions; these efforts have all been repelled, 
j And to-day, when we ask you to consider 
propositions that look to peace and the pres- 
ervation of the Union, and the cessation of | 
hostilities, they are either rejected by raising 
I points of order, or unceremoniously tabled. 
And no proposition that does not look to j 
bloody, devastating, and relentless war, can 
■ command your attention or receive your sup j 
port. 

Well, sir, after this declaration of the Pres- 
: ideut was sent out to the country that we ! 
wete to have peace, the President commenced j 
his preparation fot war upon the grandest [ 
scale this continent ever witnessed. llis 
agents were in Europe for the purpose of pur- 
chasing arms. His agents were in the city of 
New York engaged in procuring arms, ships, 
and munitions of war; and upon the 11th day of 
April the country was startled by his procla- 
mation calling forth seventy-five thousand 
men. This, sir, is the history of the events 
that transpired from the 4th of March till the 
loth of April. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, who will contend that 1 
! the President’s proclamation calling for sev- 
! enty-fivc thousand men was in accordance 
I with the net of 1795? Who will defend it? * 

1 Who will, standing here in his place, assert 
I the proposition that, under that law, the Pres- 
ident was authorized in calling out seventy- 
five thousand men by the circumstances which 
i existed at tho time the proclamation was is- 
sued? Road the second section of that act — j 
it was read here this morning — providing that 
the President had power to call out. the mili- 
tia for the purpose of suppressing cotnbina- 
i tions of individuals within a State to prevent 
the execution of the laws of the United States; 
but that he had no power to make war upon 
a State acting through its sovereign capacity. 
If you should deny my declaration upon this 
! subject, 1 refer you to the speech made dur- 
ing the last Congress by one of the ablest 
men with whom I have ever served upon this 
floor — Mr. Stanton, of Ohio, a member of the 
Republican party, who introduced a bill to 
confer the very powers upon the Presi- 
dent which are conferred by the bill re- ; 
ported from the Committee on the Judiciary 
this morning by the gentleman from Ohio, 
[Mr. Bingham.] Last year, sir, we refused, in , 
express terms, to invest the President with 1 
these powers. Some will remember the stren- 
uous opposition with which the measure was 
met. Tho question was put to Mr. Stanton 
whether the act of Congress of 1795 conferred 
these powers upon the President. If so, it 
was asked, why then pass any further bill ? 
Mr. Stanton — one of the best lawyers who 
ever sat in this House — announced that the . 
law of 1795 did not confer any such power; 
that the bill be introduced was to supply an i 
omission in the act of 1795. 

Mr. CURTIS. Let me interrupt the gen- 
tleman for a moment. 

Mr. BURNETT. I have only an hour, 
and I hope that not a moment of it will be • 
taken front me. My party is small. [Laugh- 
tor.] 

Mr. CURTIS. I only desire to say to the 
gentleman from Kentucky that he states the 
proposition of Mr. Stanton rather too strong- 
ly. 

Mr. BURNETT. I cannot yield if it is to 
be taken out of rny time. 

The CHAIRMAN. It will be taken out 
of the gentleman’s time. 

Mr. BURNETT. The gentleman from 
Ohio, [Mr. Stanton.] made another significant 
declaration at the same time, as to tho pur- 
poses of the Republican party and the incom- 
ing Administration, that I commend to the 
war party upon this floor. He said: 

‘T apprehend that n<> man contemplate* marching 
a single hostile f »ot into the territory <*t‘ any State 
iif this Confederacy; neve r . until ii is absolutely ne- 
cessary in self-defense, and until Southern armies’ 
are marched on Northern soil, or the soil of this cap- 
ital; never. That is not contemplated.” 

In less than two months from the date of 
these declarations, by the chairman of the 
Military Committee of the last Congress, the j 
President issues this extraordinary proclama- 
tion. 

I implore gentlemen to pause for reflection, j 
Answer me this question : where did you de- ! 
rive the power to coerce a .State into obe- 
dience to the Federal Government, acting [ 
through State authority? Is the power to be j 
found either in the express grants of the Fed- 
eral Constitution, or in any deduction fairly 
to he derived from those express grants? It 
is a well-known matter of history, that in the . 
formation of the Constitution the proposition 
was made repeatedly — upon four different oc- 
casions I believe — to confer upon Congress 
the power to use the Army for the purpose of, 
coercion against a .State; yet, on every occa- 
sion, it was rejected bv the fathers of the Re- 
public. I would like to hear some gentleman 
on the other side on that point. 

I desire to call the attention of members to 
another of the series of measures which it is 
proposed shall be passed by this Congress. 
We have pending in both Houses, I believe, a 
joint resolution proposing to indorse and rat- 
ify the acts of the Executive from the 15th of 
April to the 10th of May last. Reference 
has been made here and elsewhere to gentle- 
men taking upon themselves a solemn oath 
to support the Constitution of the United 
States. The wisdom of our fathers required 
that the highest officer of the Government— 
the Chief Magistrate of the Union — should, 
before entering upon the discharge of bis du- 
ties, take n, }\ky Oj.tt he would support, 



defend, and protect the Constitution of the 
United States. Then, when he would hold 
others to a rigid responsibility for the dis- 
charge of their duties, high as he is, I enter 
here this day my solemn protest against his 
flagrant and repeated violations of the oath 
he took on the 4th of March last; against his 
dangerous usurpations of powCT and open de- 
fiance of law. 1 state as a member of this 
II ouse, that the President has violated the 
Constitution of the United States by his pro- 
clamations of the 19th and 27th of April last, 
declaring a blockade of Southern ports. 

It is one of the incidents of the war-making 
power to declare a blockade. It is an act of 
war, and Congress has alone the power to de- 
clare war. To quote front a distinguished 
Senator, the President of the United States 
has no more authority to declare a blockade 
of the southern ports of New Orleans and 
Charleston, than he has to declare the block- 
ade of the northern ports of New York and 
Boston. He can no more blockade Mobile, 
sir, than he can blockade the port of Chicago, 
in your own State. Need I, in a body of in- 
telligent Representatives, quote authority for 
what 1 assert? Must I refer to men of learn- 
ing who lived in days gone by? I might re- 
fer, then, back to 1832, when South Carolina 
proposed to nullify an act of Congress. I 
might refer to the declaration of the ablest 
man, in my judgment, who ever sat in the 
Senate — I mean Daniel Webster, of Massa- 
chusetts. He stated ‘that General Jackson, 
then President, had no right to declare a 
blockade of the port of Charleston, for that 
right belonged exclusively to tho Congress of 
the United States. He declared that the 
President could only act in accordance with 
the law, and that any act by him of that char- 
acter would he a usurpation of power, and in 
derogation of tho Constitution of the United 
States. Article one, section nine, clause five, 
of the Constitution, declares that no prefer- 
ence shall be given to the ports of one State 
over those of another; yet the President of 
the United States, of his own motion, and 
without authority of law. shuts up ports still 
claimed to be within the Union, according to 
the theory of the Republican party and of the 
President himself. 

And this proclamation was made by the 
President with a full knowledge, upon his 
part, that the Congress of the United States 
had, at its last session, expressly refused to 
pass a bill conferring upon hint the power to 
blockade southern ports and collect the reve- 
nue outside of the ports. This blockade has 
been extended to our interior commerce and 
trade; and to-dav, sir, tile ports of loyal States 
are closed. My own State furnishes a 
striking example. Her ports are to-day 
closed; and her principal railroad virtually 
under the control and management of the 
Federal Government. The Constitution con- 
fers upon Congress alone the power "to regu- 
late commerce among the several States.” 

The I’re-ident of the United States has also 
violated the Constitution by his orders of the 
27th of April and 10th of May, authorizing 
the Commanding General to suspend the writ 
of habeas corpus. 

The power to do that not is given to Con- 
gress in the ninth section of the Constitution. 
It is amongst the powers enumerated as con- 
ferred upon Congress and Congress alone; 
and yet the President, by his orders, has con- 
ferred upon the Lieutenant-General the right 
to suspend the writ of habeas corpus, that 
great bulwark of the liberties of the people. 
1 believe that it has only twice before been 
suspended in this country. It is a right which 
the British Queen does not possess, nor would 
she dare attempt to exercise it: for, sir, it 
would revolutionize England. I believe that 
the writ of habeas corpus has not been sus- 
pended in England for two centuries. 

And, besides all this, we have martial law 
in existence. Martial law is the will of the of- 
ficer of the army in command. There has been 
a suspension of the civil authority heretofore 
unknown to our theory of government. 
There is no warrant for it to he found in the 
Constitution. It is not recognized by any 
law, nor has it ever before been recognized. 
We find that now martial law is declared; and 
upon the mere order of a commanding gener- 
al, citizens are incarcerated in jail, and de- 
prived of trial in the courts. The great writ 
of habeas corpus is denied to them. The 
President says that the denial of that writ has 
been sparingly exercised. We ought to be 
obliged to his Excellency that his violations 
of the Constitution, and denial of the rights 
of the people, have not gone to the furthest 
extent. 

Mr. CAMPBELL. Will the gentleman 
from Kentucky tell this House where martial 
law has been proclaimed in this country? 
Let him name a single instance. 

Mr. BURNETT. I said martial law existed. 
I repeat it. It is in full force to-day from this 
city to the city of Philadelphia. It exists to-day 
in Maryland and Missouri; and under it acts 
are done by subordinate military commanders 
that would revolutionize the most despotic 
Government in Europe. 

Sir, I have not the time to go into a his- 
tory of particular cases; but I could mention 
scores and hundreds of cases in which the 
most sacred rights of the citizen have been 
violated. Mon arc now arrested in Maryland, 
and they have been in other portions of the 
country, upon warrants issued by the Secre- 
tary of State alone, and confined in the jail 
of the District of Columbia. They have not 
been able to ho reached by a writ of habeas 
corpus ; and after they have been kept thorc 
for weeks, they have been dismissed without 
a statement of t he charge against them. — 
What sort of law do you call that? The 
President of the United States, in his refusal 
to recognize the authority of the Supreme 
Court, when acting through its Chief Jus- 
tice, in the issuance of a writ of habeas corpus. 
demanding the body of a citizen of Maryland, 
usurped for the time being the powers of the 
judiciary of this country. By the act lie vio- 
lated the Constitution of the country, and his 
oath to maintain, defend, and support that in- 
strument. By his proclamation of the 3d of 
May, calling into the service of the United 
States forty-two thousand volunteers for three 
and five years, by his increase of the regular 
Army twenty-two thousand seven hundred 
and fourteen men, and adding to the Navy- 
eighteen thousand seamen, he not only viola- 
ted the plain letter of the Constitution in ar- 
ticle one, eighth section, and twelfth clause, 
but usurped the powers of the legislative de- 
partment of this Government. Me took it 
upon himself to exercise powers that have, hv 
the Const tution of the country been intrust- 
ed alone to the legislative arm of the Govern- 
ment. Congress alone shall raise and support 
armies. Congress alone shall declare war. 
Congress alone may create and maintain a 
navy. Yet, sir, the President of the United 
States, when these very powers had been de- 
nied to him at the last session of Congress, 
without any authority of law or any pretense 
of such authority, usurped the powers of the 
legislative arm of the Government, and took 
upon himself not only to make war, but to 
raise and support armies, and create and 
maintain a navy. And. sir, I am called upon 
as one of the people's Representatives to rat- 
ify and indorse that act. My conscience may 
not he very tender, but I am one of the ! 
Representatives of the people who will not i 
do it. 

The President has also violated that clause I 
of the Constitution of the United States which 
says that no money shall be drawn from the 
Treasury of the United States, except in con- 
sequence of appropriations bylaw. He hits 
taken appropriations made by Congress for 
one purpose and applied them to another, 
in violation of law : and we arc called upon 
to support that aoti of his which was subver- 
sive of the plainest principles, and of the very' ; 
letter of the Constitution, which he, and you, 
and I, have taken an oath to support.

Washington, July- 81. 
Senate — On motion of Mr. Wilson, the hill 
supplementary to the act to increase the mili- 
tary establishment, was taken up and passed. 

Mr. Lane, of Ind., offered a resolution ask- 
ing the President to inform the Senate wheth- 
er tho Hon. James H. Lane, of Kansas, had 
been appointed a Brigadier General, and 
whether he had accepted such appointment. 
Adopted. 

The bill in relation to the Superintendents 
of Navy Yards was then passed. 

On motion of Mr. Chandler, the bill to in- 
crease tho Consular. Representatives yf the 
United States, during the rebellion, was pass- 
ed. 

The consideration of the bill to suppress in- 
surrection was postponed till to-morrow. 
Adjourned. 

House. — M r. May asked leave to introduce 
a preamble setting forth the circumstances at- 
tending the arrest and imprisonment of the 
Baltimore Police Commissioners, asserting 
that the writ ofhabeas corpus had been treat- 
ed with contempt, and that a military despot- 
ism has been established in Baltimore, and 
concluding with a resolution that their arrest 
and imprisonment were without warrant, and 
flagrantly unconstitutional and illegal. 

.Mr. Bingham raised the point that this res- 
olution was excluded under the rule for the 
government of the business of the session. 

The Speaker decided that the point was well 
taken. 

The House adjourned. 

Washington, Aug. 1. 
Senate.— Mr. Grimes gave notice that lie 
should introduce a bill declaring unconstitu- 
tional the act making the retrocession of a 
part of the District of Columbia to the State 
of Virginia. 

Mr. Saulsbury moved to take up the resolu- 
tion of inquiry in reference to the sending of 
arms to the State of Delaware. Ile'said that 
Delaware was as loyal as iiny State in the 
L'tiion, but persons attempted to make it ap- 
pear that she was disloyal thereto. Passed. 

Mr. Wilson introduced a bill making forti- 
fications. The hill provides for g? 1 00,000, and 
also prohibits flogging in the army. Passed. 

The bill to promote the efficiency of the 
volunteer forces of the United Slates was 
taken up and passed. 

The bill to punish fraud on the part of offi- 
cers making contracts for the Government, 
which was returned from the House with 
amendments, was taken up. 

After some discussion, Mr. Wilson with-, 
drew his motion, and the hill passed. 

Mr. Wilson made a report from the Com- j 
mitteeof Conference on the bill for the better | 
organization of the army. 

After some discussion the report was agreed ! 
to, and the bill passed. 

The bill for the suppression of insurrection 1 
was taken up. 

-Mr. Fessenden made a report from the 
Committee of Conference on the loan bill.! 
The report was agreed to, and the bill stands - 
passed. 

The consideration of the insurrection hill j 
was resumed. 

Adjourned. 

House. — The bill authorizing the appoint- 
ment of aid-tie-camps, nn addition to those til- | 
lowed by law bv the President, on the recom- 
mendation of Lieut. Gen. Scott and of the 
Major Generals, was passed. 

The bill appropriating $100,000 for the 
purchase of ordnance for the use of the navy, 
«fec.. was passed. 

Mr. Blair, of Mo., rising to a personal ex- 
planation, read some remarks of Thurlnw 
Weed against him and his brother, Montgom- 
ery Blair, the Postmaster-General, derogatory 
to them in connection with the war. As to 
the latter, Montgomery Blair, that gentleman 
could care of himself. Although he. F. P. 
Blair differed front Gen. Scott with reference 
to the conduction of the war, their personal 
relations were of the kindest character. Mr. 
Blair, continued at length, defending himself' 
from the charge that he had counselled the 
late advance, and was therefore one of those < 
who were responsible for the disaster at Bull’s 
Run. 

A colloquy ensued between Blair and Rich- . 
nrdson in reference to a conversation between 
Gen. Scott and the President, as reported by 
Mr. Richardson, as to the Bull's Run disaster. 
The House adjourned. 

Mr. Scdgewick, from the Naval Committee, 
reported a bill, which passed, authorizing ad- 
ditional enlistments to the Navy’ fur three 
years or during the war. 

Mr. Stevens, from the Committee on Ways 
and M cans, reported a hill, which passed, ap- 
propriating $100,000 for field fortifications 
for the defense of Washington. 

Mr. Stevens, from the Committee of Con- 
ference on the supplemental loan bill, made a 
report explaining that the disagreements of 
the two Houses had been compromised by- 
striking out nine per cent, in certain cases j 
and substituting six. Also modifying the 
Sub-treasury act so that instead of gold and 
silver being immediately paid into the treas- 
ury, ns was required, | the money’ derived 
from the loan may remain out in pursuance 
of the law. 

Mr. Conkling inquired whether the loan 
retained the duties from coffee, sugar, &c., as 
a pledge for the loan. 

Mr. Stevens replied that the Senate would not : 
consent to that. Rather than lose tho bill, ! 
tho committee had agreed to abandon that 
clause. 

The report was adopted by 84 against 34. 

Terrible Battle at Manassas — Capture of 
56 Big Guns— 5.800 Minie Muskets and En- 
field Rifles— 2,500 Fedorals Killed — 150 
wagons. Two Carriages, Ambulances, 1,200 
Overcoats, 2.000 Blankets, and an immense 
amount of Army Stores, Captured! 

A private engaged in the great battle of I 
Manassas, a member of tho 4th Alabama regi- 
I ment, was in the city yesterday, and fully 1 
j confirms the previous reports of the immense 
] slaughter of the Federal troops. The capture 
! of 56 cannon, including Sherman's battery, [ 
and killing, or taking prisoners all the men 
blit one attached to this famous battery. He 
says that their dead left on the field of battle 
amounted to 2,500, and that more than twice ' 
that number was wounded. The scene of 
carnage was horrible nnd fearful to behold, 
with the dead, dying, nnd wounded scattered ■ 
for miles amid the wreck of wagons, ambulan- 
ces. carcasses of horses, and the equipments ( 
of the soldiers. Baggage wagons and amnni- 
tion wagons, were also taken, with about 
5,000 Millie muskets, some 2,000 Enfield 
rifles, and a waigon load of revolvers and 
other small arms. The store of provisions 
and rations taken was also very large, the 
value of the whole tube estimated at millions 
of dollars. — Lou. Cour.. 31 at. 



The British and U. S. Fleets in the 
Gulf.— It is interesting to know the compar- 
ative strength of the British and United 
States fleets in the Gulf of Mexico, as there is 
no telling how soon they may be in hostility . 
to one another. The British fleet is compos- j 
ed of twenty-three vessels, carrying 442 guns i 
and numbering 5,653 mon. The U. S. of 
thirty vessels, carrying 717 guns and number- 
ing 9,943 men. The flag-ship of the former 
is the Nile of 90 guns; that of the latter is the ' 
Minnesota, of 60 guns. The American foreo 
is superior to that of the British, and is ready 
for any emergency. — Vin. Enquirer.

Great Battle in Missouri— McCullflrjsli Attacks 

Lyon and Seigel— Hessian Loss 900 Killed— 

McCullough iu Pursuit. 

The Memphis Bulletin of Tuesday evening 
has the following: 

“By special express from Springfield, Mo., 
we learn that Gen. McCullough, at the head 
of his force of 10,000 men, attacked Gener- 
als Lyon and Seigel, with 30,000 men in their 
intrenched works at Springfield, last Friday, 
and carried their works at the point of tlie 
bayonet. 1 he battle w-as a most sanguinary 
one, and our loss, owing to their superior po- 
sition and our want of ordnance, was about 
three hundred kilted! Their loss, however, 
notwithstanding the advantage of guns and 
position, was at least six hundred killed. We 
took nine hundred prisoners! 

“At last accounts Gen. Cullough w-as still 
in pursuit of the enemy, intending to run 
them down. 

“The above intelligence was sent bv special 
messenger from McCullough to Gen. Jeff. 
Thompson, commanding the Missouri volun- 
teers just hack of New Madrid, Missouri, 
reaching there yesterday morning, and thence 
transmitted to this city. 

“Gen. McCullough fought against great 
odds, and sustained heavy loss, but achieved 
a great victory, and seems determined to fol- 
low the enemy until they are entirely exterm- 
inated.” 

The same paper of Wednesday afternoon 

says: 

“More of the McCullough Victory. — 
A gentleman, who reached the city this morn- 
ing from Roint Pleasant, Missouri, says that 
the reporled victory of Ben. McCullough, at 
Springfield, had reached that point, and that 
it was confidently believed. The number re- 
ported as killed on our side was 600, and on 
the enemy's at 900, and slaying them wherev- 
er he found them. 

[special dispatch to the courier.] 
Nashville, Aug. 1, 1861. 

Ben. McCullough attacked Generals Lyon 
and Seigel at Springfield on Friday. After a 
desperate engagement, the Hessians were 
completely routed, with a loss of nine hun- 
dred killed, and many prisoners. McCul- 
lough lost six hundred. The Fedorals arc 
fleeing, and McCullough is in pursuit. I£ is 
another Manassas affair.

Proclamation of the Governor. 

"Whereas, numerous applications have boon 
made to me from many good citizens of this 
Commonwealth, praying me to issue a procla- 
mation forbidding the march of any forces of 
this or any other State or States over our soil, 
to make an apprehended attack upon the 
Federal forces at Cairo, in Illinois, or to dis- 
turb any otherwise Uie peaceful attitude of 
Kentucky with reference to the deplorable 
war now waging between the United States 
and the Confederate States. And whereas, 
numerous applications from like good citizens ! 
of this Commonwealth have also been made 
to me, praying me to issue a proclamation 
forbidding the occupation of any post or place, 
or the march over our sacred soil by any 
forte of the United States for any purpose. 
And whereas, it is made fully evident, by 
every indication of public sentiment, that it 
is the determined purpose of the good people 
of Kentucky to maintain, with courageous 
firmness, the fixed position of self-defense, 
proposing or intending no invasion or ag- 
gression towards any other State or States, 
forbidding -tho quartering of troops upon her 
soil by either of the hostile sections, hut sim- 
ply standing aloof from an unnatural, horrid 
and lamentable strife, lor the existense of 
which Kentucky, neither by thought, word, 
nor act, is in any wise responsible. And 
whereas, the policy thus recommended by so 
many of my fellow- citizens of all political 
leanings, is, in my judgment, wise, peaceful, 
safe, and honorable, and the most likely to 
preserve peace and amity between theneigh- 
nofing bordering States on both shores of the 
Ohio river, and protect Kentucky, generally, 
from the ravages of a deplorable war. ADd 
whereas, the arms distributed to the “State 
Guard,” composed as it is of gentlemen 
equally conscientious and honest, w ho enter- 
tain the opinions of both parties, are not to 
he used against the Federal Government nor the 
Confederate States, hut to resist and prevent 
encroachments upon her soil, her rights, her 
honor, and her sovereignty by either of the 
belligerent parties, and to preserve the peace, 
safety, prosperity, and happiness and strict 
neutrality of her peopte, in the hope she may 
soon 'have an opportunity to become a suc- 
cessful mediator between them; and in order 
to remove the unfounded distrust and suspi- 
cions of purposes to force Kentucky outof the 
Union, attlie point of the bayonet — which may 
have been strongly and wickedly engendered 
in the public mind in regard to my ow n posi- 
tion and that of the “State Guard," 

Now, therefore, I, BKRIAH MAGOFFIN, 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Ken-

“State Guard” or otherwise, making any war- 
like or hostile demonstrations whatever against 
any of the authorities aforesaid, earnestly re- 
questing all citizens, civil and military, to he 
obedient hereto; to he obedient to the laws 
and lawful orders of both the civil and mili- 
tary authorities; to remain when off military 
duty quietly and peaceably at their homes, 
pursuing their wonted lawful avocations; to re- 
frain all words and acts likely to engender 
hot blood' and provoke collision; to pursue 
such a line of xvise conduct as will promote 
peace and tranquility, and a sense of safety 
and security, and thus keep far away from our 
beloved land and people the deplorable ca- 
lamities of invasion; but at the same time earn- 
estly counseling my fellow-citizens of Ken- 
tucky to make prompt and efficient prepara-
